Republican registration h a s 
reached an all time high in Mont- 
gomery County with an estimated 
enrollment of 111,446 as compar- 
ed to 108.603 in 1940. the Regis- 
tration Commission announced 
this week. 

The total estimated Democratic 
registration is 28.443, a decrease 
of 4,896 from the 1940 figure. 

From May 1 to the close of the 
registration period Monday, a to- 
tal of 21,701 new voters were reg- 
istered, including 15.533 Republi- 
cans, 5423 Democrats. 737 Non- 
partisans and eight Socialists. 

The total estimated registration 
•for -the- County-is 142.766. In adv~ 
dition to the Republican and 
Democratic figures listed above. 
it includes 2791 Non-partisans, 72 
Socialists and 14 of miscellaneous 
parties. 

In 1940 the Republican lead in 
registration in the County was a 
ratio of slightly over 3 to 1 over 
the Democratic enrollment while 
today it is practically 4 to 1.

With the series all square at 
one game apiece, Narberth and 
Manoa will clash in the most cru- 
cial battle in their five-game play- 
off for the Main Line Baseball 
League championship at Narberth 
on Sunday at 3 P. M. 

Manoa finally caught up with

EDITORIAL 

Alongside this editorial we are printing a letter from Dr. 
Hobart A. Reimann, Penn Valley. Although the letters offers no 
explanation, it seems to be in reply to criticism of the health 
board appearing in this newspaper. We have no knowledge of 
ever printing such a criticism. 

Dr. Reimann says: 

"It is presumptuous, therefore, for the uninformed to ques- 
tion school policy in these columns or to criticize boards of health 
in general, and the Lower Merlon Township Board of Health in 
particular, for not applying unnecessary and wasteful measures 
to control the spread of poliomyelitis." 

We do not take issue with Dr. Reimann's statements about 
infantile paralysis although it is conceivable that in this big 
world of ours other eminent medical authorities might differ. 
We believe with Dr. Reimann that the Lower Merion Board of 
Health and Dr. George W. Grim, one of the best milk authorities 
in the country, are doing a good job. We believe they have acted 
wisely during the present seasonal, infantile paralysis flare-up. 

We can appreciate Dr. Reimann's courage in flying to the 
defense of his professional brothers who, evidently, have been 
set upon. But we see nothing to commend in Dr. Reimann's atti- 
tude. In his own words, he is a bit presumptuous. Presumptu- 
ous, about the function of the press and presumptuous, in general, 
about democracy. 

For Dr. Reimann's information the people of a democracy 
are not in the habit of sitting idly by with folded hands while 
public health affairs are pondered by their local health boards. 
They do not subscribe to this good doctor's pronouncement that 
"if a successful method of prevention is devised, boards of health 
will promptly apply it." 

Despite Dr. Reimann's faith in his own profession, boards 
of health have been known to pass up approved preventive meas- 
'ures and some doctors have been known to bury their mistakes. 
All of which simply attests to the fact that doctors, like all of 
us, are human, and that boards of health sometimes err. The 
answer to this is an alert public opinion and a free press through 
which this public opinion can be expressed. 

What many physicians fail to realize is that when they step 
out of their pontifical professional shoes as private practitioners 
and become members of boards of health they assume different 
roles. For here they subject themselves to the give and take of 
public criticism. Whether or not they are paid for their services, 
they are public servants. The public has a right to know what 
they do and a right to question their policies and acts. 

To be sure, they will find uninformed citizens making absurd 
deductions. Just as many physicians, trading on their profes- 
sional standing in the field of medicine, have sounded silly when 
they muddled in sociology and economics. But, as a newspaper 
we intend to keep our columns open to physicians' ideas about 
sociology and citizens' ideas about public health. 

We disagree with the well-intentioned doctor that criticism 
of public health boards in public newspapers should be taboo. In 
the common tongue the health board should be prepared to take 
it as well as give it. That is the way truth comes out in a 
democracy.

Only the township's disorderly con- 
duct ordinance can now be ap- 
plied in policing playgrounds. 

As the ordinance was drawn up, 
persons by obtaining a permit 
fro mthe superintendent of police 
would have taken liquor or beer 
into the parks for picnics or spec- 
ial occasions. 

John L. Baker, Llanerch com- 
missioner, objected. 

"I drink moderately myself," 
said Baker, "and I believe the 18th 
Amendment was the worst thing 
that came in the Country but I 
don't think beer or other alcoholic 
beverages should be allowed in a 
public park." 

"I never touch a drop myself," 
said Daniel I. McDermott. Haver- 
ford commissioner, "but don't you 
think a man ought to be allowed 
to take a cold bottle of beer to the 
park in a picnic basket." 

"The trouble with that," said 
Edward C. Land, Ardmore com- 
missioner, "is that if you allow 
one bottle in a picnic basket you 
will have others rolling in kegs." 

Commissioners decided not to 
permit even one, cold bottle of 
beer. 

The ordinance also contained a 
clause wiiich prohibited persona 
from "molesting, flowers, birds, 
water fowl and fish." 

Commissioners took out "fish" 
because they said a boy should be 
able to cast a bent-pin hook into 
a stream. 

Bicycle riding in the park was 
also prevented in the original or- 
dinance. Commissioners changed 
this so boys and girls could ride 
through the parks but not across 
recreational areas Where sports 
events were in progress. 

Night parking of automobiles 
will be allowed but motorists will 
be required to keep their inside 
lights on. The ordinance also pre- 
vented the use of obscene langu- 
age, disrobing and other acts de- 
structive of property and endang- 
ering public health and morals.

STATE 



Protect Our Forests 

The opening of the 1944 hunting 
season will bring hundreds of 
thousands of Fennsylvanians out 
into the State's 15,000,000 acres 
of forest land. The. great demands 
made by war on the timber re- 
sources of the United States em- 
phasize the need for special care 
against the outbreak of forest 
fires, when so many men will be 
taking brief holidays into Penn- 
sylvania woods. 

There are several kinds of for- 
est fires, each one of which adds 
its quota of destruction to timber 
resources in the State, not yet ad- 
equate to supply even our own 
peace-time needs. A stem fire is 
one in which a decayed and hol- 
low tree burns upward from below. 
Lightning, sparks from a locomo- 
tive, or sometimes a smudge built 
by a hunter of game or bees give 
rise to such a fire. These burn- 
ing trees are dangerous since the 
hollow trunk acts as a flue and 
causes a draft which carries a 
spark for great distances causing 
fire to spread to surrounding for- 
est trees. Crown fires occur only 
when the woods are very dry and 
there is a high wind. The flames 
consume the leaf canopy formed 
by the crowns of the trees, and 
while conifers are most subject to 
this type of fire, young hardwoods 
with either new or dead leaves will 
also burn freely. 

Underground fires are those 
which smolder beneath the sur- 
face of the forest carpet. This type 
of fire is particularly damaging 
since it kills the roots of the vege- 
tation and sometimes blights large 
areas which do not re-seed them- 
selves for many -years. — - -

'45 graduating class. In the en- 
tire school there are only 54 more 
girls than boys — 314 boys in the 
Sophomore class and 295 girls; in 
the Junior class — 216 »boys, 249 
girls; seniors — 179 boys, 220 girls. 
This enrollment is larger than pre- 
vious class and will present a seri- 
ous problem in future years if it 
continues. 

Already the difference is no- 
ticed as many students must 
stand to eat lunch on each of 
the three lunch shifts. This in 
itself presents a serious problem 
as many students do not bother 
to eat a substantial lunch. 
Many only eat ice cream with 
a pretzel which is easily han- 
dled in an upright position. 
Lunch time should be a breath- 
ing period between a busy day 
not a humdrum.

THIS IS FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

This is Fire Prevention Week, by proclamation of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. One out of every three persons who lost their 
lives as a result of fires in the United States last year was a farm 
person, the Department of Agriculture reports. Fire is more hazard- 
ous on the farm than in the city because few farms can call on a 
trained fire department for assistance, most farms are not equipped 
with a ready water supply for fire-fighting, farm buildings usually 
are not as fire resistant as city buildings and farmers usually carry 
less fire insurance than city people do. Farm fire prevention sug- 
gestions: Have a readily available ladder that will reach to the top 
of the higehst building; see that there is a water supply for fire 
fighting in the farm yard; and establish fire-breaks around hay- 
stacks, farm buildings and maturing farm crops of high fire hazard. 
MAY EASE DAD'S FUEL BILL 

Coal shortages this year have prompted the Solid Fuels Admin- 
istration for War to offer householders the following fuel-saving sug- 
gestions: "Winterize" with insulation, storm sash and weather-strip- 
ping; clean and repair heating plant; install temperature control de- 
vice; keep room temperatures as low as health and reasonable com- 
fort will permit; clean furnace regularly during heating season; keep 
windows closed as much as possible; and close off unused room space. 
To assist in fuel-saving, 111 weather bureau stations in 25 states 
East of the Mississippi River and Minnesota are determining a date 
in each community after which continuous central heating should 
be necessary. 

AID FOR WAR VICTIMS 

Since Poland was invaded in 1939, Americans have given more 
than $175,000,000 to war victims of more than 20 countries, the Presi- 
dent's War Relief Control Board reported in calling attention to the 
second National War Fund drive to be conducted during October. 
Before the War Relief Control Board was established, 700 agencies 
were appealing to the public separately for support. Now only 110 
agencies are authorized to engage in foreign and domestic war charity 

including United Service Organizations, United Seamen's Service, 

War Prisoners Aid, and local community chest services. The $250,- 
000,000 fund sought this year is expected to bring aid to 60 million 
persons. 

SAFETY RULES FOR PAPER SAVING 

To avoid Are hazard, when salvage paper is collected, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recommends that it be stacked neatly and tied 
in bundles. Paper boxes should be flattened, then tied in tight bun- 
dles. A metal trunk or bin with a tight cover is the safest place to 
store paper. Next best is to stack paper bundles on a cement floor 
away from furnace, stove or hot pipes. Soiled or oily paper is use- 
less for salvage and is also a Are hazard and should be destroyed. 
TOBACCO CONSUMPTION NEAR RECORD 

While domestic tobacco consumption has decline in recent 
months, this decline has been offset by shipments to armed forces 
abroad, so that overall consumption is at or near the highest in the 
history of the industry, the Department of Agriculture reports. 
NEW RATION BOOK FOR CANADIANS 

Between October 14 and 21, each of Canada's 11,500,000 con- 
sumers is expected to get his fifth new ration book. Sugar, butter 
and preserves are the only foodstuffs now rationed. Rationing of tea, 
coffee and meat has been suspended for some time. 
RABBIT COMES INTO HIS OWN 

When early English settlers moved to Australia, they took rabbits 
with them, according to the Australian News and Information Bureau. 
Australia then spent millions of dollars trying to get rid of the off- 
spring of these rabbits. The Australians hunted them with guns, 
traps, poison bait, ferrets and gas. In Western Australia they even 
built a supposedly rabbit-proof fence from North to South. Still the 
rabbits increased. Then came the war. Other meat grew scarce. 
Rabbit meat was coupon-free. Recently, the Indian Government 
asked for Australian rabbits to breed for food for her services, and 
export of rabbit pelts to the United States is increasing. Today, 
Australia's one-time pest is practically a national hero.
